MAKE PROVISION FOR YOUR 
PETS WHEN YOU GO AWAY 

If you plan to move or to go on 
a vacation, please give fore- 
thought to whatever arrangement 
you intend to make for the care of 
any pet you may have, dog, cat, 
bird, or other animal. 

Animals, cats in particular, have 
an uncanny way of sensing in ad- 
vance any disruption of their or- 
dinary routine. They often will 
leave home or hide somewhere so 
they cannot be found when the 
family is ready to close the house, 
with the result that they are left 
behind to become strays and a 
nuisance in the neighborhood. Con- 
trary to the belief held by many 
persons, domestic animals are not 
equipped to take care of them- 
selves; they are dependent upon 
man to whom they look for pro- 
tection. 

If your pet is to be boarded 
while you are away, be sure ar- 
rangements are made well in ad- 
vance and that he is settled com- 
fortably before he has a chance to 
sense a change. If he is to be 
taken with you, keep him in or 
under control while out-of-doors 
when it is nearing time for your 
departure so that he will not be 
“among the missing” when yoU 
come to leave. If he must be dis- 
posed of, take or send him to the 
nearest animal welfare organiza- 
tion. 

We are sure that most cases of 
desertion of animals are uninten- 
tional, due principally to delay in 
making the necessary arrange- 
ments. Won’t you please make 
plans far enough in advance this 
year to assure proper care of 
your pet ? 

Due to dimout regulations, 
whether in the country or in the 
city, animals on the highways at 
night not only are in great dan- 
ger of being hit by automobiles, 
but they also constitute a menace 
to public safety. Owners or cus- 
todians should see that dogs and 
.cats are confined before dusk.

At a meeting of the Newton 
School Committee on Monday eve- 
n ng it was voted to reject an of- 
fer of a grant of over $3,000 in 
Federal Funds under the Lath- 
am Act for the establishment of a 
nursery school for children of 
mothers engaged in war work. 

The city would have been re- 
quired under the terms of the of- 
fer to almost equally match the 
sum offered by the grant, and to 
do this it would have been neces- 
sary to charge fees for children 
who would attend the school or to 
receive contributions from indus- 
try. 

When the grant was first offered 
the school committee was given a 
period of 10 days in which to ac- 
cept of reject the offer, but a re- 
quest for an extension of 30 days 
in which to consider the matter 
was granted by the Federal Works 
Adm'nistration. 

Chairman Ralph F. Taber of the 
School Committee stated that a 
survey of the situation Hob re- 
vealed that there is no need for 
the project and that services of 
this kind could be provided 
through other means. He also 
stated that if the grant were ac- 
cepted and the nursery school es- 
tablished it would place the city 
in the position of operating a pri- 
vate enterprise.

Pasteurization of Cream 
Preserves Butter Flavor 

Many farm people, mnklng butter 
for home use for the Arst time in 
many years, inquire for informa- 
tion about how to keep butter from 
developing a rancid llavor. Accord- 
ing to Forrest C. Button, professor 
of dairy manufactures, ’the answer 
to this question is pasteurization of 
the cream. 

"The heat of pasteurization makes 
Inactive the raw cream enzyme, 
which causes deterioration of the 
fat," Professor Button explains. 
"Pasteurization is a simple proce- 
dure: Just put the crenm into a 
can or pail; place this container in 
a large kettle, boiler or other suit- 
able container partly filled with wa- 
ter; place this on the stove and 
bring the crenm to a temperature of 
145 to 150 degrees Fahrenheit for 
30 minutes. A shorter method is to 
heat the cream to 165 to 170 degrees 
for 10 or 15 minutes,, but the 30-min- 
ute method is the standard proce- 
dure. The cream should be stirred 
while being heated to facilitate heat- 
ing." 

When the pasteurization process is 
completed, Professor Button says 
that the cream should be cooled to 
50 degrees Fahrenheit or lower and 
held at this temperature for at least 
three hours before churning in order 
to insure firm butter granules. 

"For the sake of convenience,” he 
says, "the cream may be held cold 
overnight. But if the butter is to be 
churned as soon after the three-hour 
period as possible, it may be cooled 
quickly by stirring it and running 
cold water into the kettle or by set- 
ting the cream can into the milk cool- 
ing tank which is available on most 
dairy farms. The desirability of us- 
ing a dairy thermometer in heating 
and cooling the cream is obvious.”

Layer of Ashes and Air 
From Pit Preserve Grates 

Grates are put into furnaces for 
two purposes— to hold the fuel bed 
and to admit air. 

Furnace manufacturers make 
these grates out of very high-grade 
alloyed iron and as heavy as pos- 
sible, to prevent their warping and 
burning. In spite of this, many sets 
of grates are replaced each year. 
In every case this is the result of 
abuse by improper firing. 

The remedy is simple: Keep a 
layer of ashes on top of the grates 
and keep the ash-pit clean. The 
ashes on the grates prevent their 
contact with the hot coals. The air 
flowing through the grates helps to 
keep them from becoming overheat- 
ed. Scientific tests have shown that 
loose ashes have very little resist- 
ance to air flow. Therefore, four 
to six inches of ashes on the grates 
will not cut the draft appreciably. 

Do not shake the grates violently 
and never dump the grates until you 
want to clean the furnace out for 
the summer. A full ash-pit, par- 
4 Dv.uiariy when tne ashes are in con- 
tact with the grates, prevents the 
proper circulation of air and causes 
the grates to become overheated.

Restore Old Shrubs 
Any old shrubs can be rejuvenat- , 
ed. In the case of hedges, it is best 
to cut them within a few inches j 
of the ground in the early spring be- 
fore the new growth starts. Then 
as the hedge grows up, shear it 
about every six inches to make it 
bushy and compact. If they are in- 
dividual shrubs, they can be reju- 
venated by removing a third of the 
oldest wood each year, cutting it off 
to the ground. As the new suckers 
come up, it is well to pinch off the 
tips, half an inch or so, each time 
they have grown a foot. This will 
develop more side branches and 
prevent the long slender unbranched 
shoots that you will get otherwise.

more quickly. But,” says Gladys 
Kimbrough, Home Service Director 
of Ball Brothers Company, who 
heartily approves using a pressure 
cooker whenever possible, "the time 
is at hand when we must be practi- 
cal. Don’t worry if you can’t buy a 
pressure cooker for surely you can 
find a wash boiler, lard can, baby 
bath tub or some deep container in 
which water can be boiled. Tack a 
few strips of wood together to make 
a rack or platform to hold the jars 
about one-half inch from the bottom 
of the container. Find something, 
even if it has to be a board, to use 
as a lid. Then you will have a water- 
bath canner for those Victory gar- 
den vegetables. 

“You are afraid to eat vegetables 
canned that way? Nonsense! A lot 
of folks who say a water bath can’t 
be used were raised on vegetables 
canned by that method. But let’s 
get three things clear before we go 
any further: first, there have been a 
few instances of poisoning from eat- 
ing canned vegetables; second, all 
such danger can be avoided by boil- 
ing the canned vegetables 15 min- 
utes before tasting or serving — they 
should be re-boiled before serving 
if left from one meal to the next; 
third, a pressure cooker is not a 
guarantee against spoilage. There 
will be spoilage if the pressure 
gauge registers too low or if poor 
judgment is used “in the selection, 
preparation, and packing of food 
into the jars. And don’t let anybody 
tell you otherwise. 

“Now, back to the water bath. 
The water should be steaming but 
not boiling when the jars are low- 
ered into it and deep enough to 
cover the tops of the jars two or 
more inches. No, water won’t get 
into the jars if directions are fol- 


canning period. 

"Any jar suitable for use in home 
canning (and only those with names 
lettered on them are suitable) may 
be used for water-bath processing. 
Mason jars may be sealed with one- 
piece zinc cap and rubber— if you 
can find the caps — with glass top 
seal, or with two-piece vacuum seal 
caps. Glass top seal closures and 
vacuum caps seal on the top edge 
of the jar, therefore it is necessary 
to make sure the top edges of the 
jars are even, smooth, and perfect 
in every respect. The bands are 
screwed down tight on the vacuum 
seals as soon as the jars are filled to 
within from one to one-half inch of 
the top, and should not be tightened 
again. Zinc caps are screwed down 
on the rubber and then loosened 
slightly. Bands for glass top seals 
are screwed down and then loos- 
ened. This tightening and loosening 
is called ‘partly sealing’ and should 
always be done before jars are 
placed in a canner. Seals are com- 
pleted by tightening caps or bands 
immediately after processing. 

“Then there is the jar with a 
glass lid and rubber ring held in 
place with wires — it is ideal for can- 
ning, especially when fitted with 
high - tension, stretch - proof, steel 
wire. It is partly sealed before and 
completely sealed after processing. 

“Those who select vegetables that 
are young, tender, and right out of 
the garden, and waste no time in 
washing them clean, cooking them 
five to ten minutes, and pouring into

Roosevelt Veto Overridden 

The full significance of the over- 
riding by Congress of the Pres- 
idential veto to the anti-strike 
bill is just beginning to dawn on 
many of us. It reveals, among 
other things, the new temper of 
Congress, which has been stung 
to thc quick by the constant 
blasting it has received from the 
press, the radio commentators and 
plain, ordinary citizens. It reveals 
a falling off of Roosevelt prestige, 
even in his own party and even 
in strictly New Deal circles. Of 
course, the most unfortunate as- 
pect of the entire situation is the 
effect which the overriding of this 
veto will, presumably, have on 
Mr. Roosevelt’s influence abroad. 
Our President is at long last be- 
ginning to pay the price for ap- 
parently devoting nine-tenths of 
his time and energy toward the 
prosecution of the war and letting 
vital domestic matters slide or, at 
best, giving them only limited and 
superficial attention. That is bad 
policy and the home front is 
suffering markedly. If it contin- 
ues, the war effort will also suf- 
fer. 

As an example of what I mean, 
consider the current situation in 
Washington, where Vice-Presi- 
dent Wallace, a rather unpopular 
figure himself, is now blasting 
Jesse H. Jones, secretary of com- 
merce for stalling and obstructing 
the proper prosecution of the war. 
That makes bad reading. So did 
the feuds between Rubber Direc- 
tor Jeffers and Undersecretary of 
War Patterson and Patterson and 
Donald M. Nelson. To top it off, 
we now have the resignation of 
Chester C. Davis, due to impor- 
tant differences with the WThite 
House over the problem of food 
administration. Not a pretty pic- 
ture, is it? Where lies the blame? 
Presumably on the doorstep of 
the White House, where a very 
busy and harassed man is devot- 
ing the bulk of his time to world- 
wide affairs. Is that really neces- 
sary or is it a case of the Pres- 
ident’s own preference, because 
he is happiest in doing big things 
in a big way over as wide a ter- 
ritory as possible? I wonder. The 
point now is this. We are headed 
for serious trouble on the home 
front UNLESS Mr. Roosevelt 
changes direction and pace and 
forces himself to give his very 
earnest attention to straightening 
out some of our worst domestic 
messes. And I mean messes. 

Timilty and the Cocoanut Grove 

Many of my readers must share 
my puzzlement over the curious 
happenings in Suffolk County dur- 
ing the past few weeks. A mistrial 
for the Grove defendants and a 
second indictment of Police Com- 
missioner Joe Timilty by the same 
grand jury which turned in the 
original indictment, which was 
quashed later on. As an ordinary 
layman, I am frankly puzzled. 

I had assumed that the same 
grand jury could not properly 
hand down another indictment on 
substantially the same evidence. 
If that is true, Bob Busline !1 most 
certainly is aware of the fact. Is 
the attorney general playing some 
very deep, mysterious game ? What 
is the game? One thing I do know I 
and that is this: Bob Bushnell I 
left some bad scars within the 1 
G.O.P. when he allowed the grand . 
jury to "invite” the Governor to 
appear before it many weeks ago. : 
There are many astute observers 
who state frankly that his move 
was directed by Bushnell person- I 
ally for a number of reasons, | 
some quite innocent and proper I 
and others neither so innocent nor j 
proper. I have never discussed that I 
proposition and I do not propose j 
to discuss it now. All I do know | 
is that it will be a long, long time j 
before SOME of the Governor’s ' 
staunchest friends and supporters ! 
will forgive Bushnell for what j 
they THINK he did to the Gover- ' 
nor. 

The Boston police are out of , 
luck regardless of what happens 
next. Think what people in other 
big cities and towns must be 
thinking about us. Where there is 
much smoke, etc. For the sake 
of the community as well as the 
police, I hope the whole mess is 
cleaned up once and for all. 

Before leaving this general top- 
ic, it is worth noting that our own 
Governor, Leverett Saltonstall, 
was signally honored recently by 
being elected chairman of the con- 
ference of United States Gover- 
nors for the ensuing year. Hearty 
congratulations, Governor.

WASHINGTON — In its issue 
of March, 1943, the Nazi-con- 
trolled French language magazine 
“Dimanche Ulustre” reports that 
’’normal life has been resumed” 
in tho German-occupied capital of 
Poland. Following is an excerpt 
from reliable underground report 
that gives a stark, factual ac- 
count of life in Warsaw in May, 
1943, shortly before the open 
armed struggle against the Nazis 
in that city’s ghetto, which cul- 
minated in the extermination of 
thousands of non-aryan and other 
unfortunate Polish families: 

Misery, hunger, cold and com- 
plete lack of hygienic conditions 
in Warsaw resulted in indescrib- 
able suffering. In the houses in- 
habitated by the poorest people 
the percentage of deaths was stag- 
gering. 

Thus, in a certain house on X 
Street, where 600 persons had 
lived, 230 died by the end of 
1941. In another house on the 
same street, 260 out of 570 inhab- 
itants died. Another building on 
the same misery-ridden street 
housed 794 people. 450 of them 
died, 200 in the course of three 
months. The record was set by 
a certain house on T Street, which 
had sheltered 400 persons. In this 
house there were 400 deaths. 

The dying out of entire fam- 
ilies in these "special” houses of 
death was a frequent occurrence. 
Every member of the ten families 
which lived in house Z....on X 
Street died. In another house in 
a neighboring street, fifteen fam- 
ilies died. In yet another house, 
twenty families. Many of these 
families had four or more mem- 
bers. 

There have been cases where 
entire families froze to death. 
Thus, on the morning of Febru- 
ary 4, 1942, a father put the corpse 
of his frozen son out on the 
street. Several hours later neigh- 
bors found the man dead behind a 
shed. He had fought desperately, 
had torn out the boards of the 
floor and had burnt them in an 
effort to keep his family warm 
for a while, but they all succumbed 
before long. 

This, to our enemies, is "nor- 
mal life.” Think it over! 


Three years ago this month, 
Italians were cheering Mussolini 
and his promise of an early vic- 
tory. President Roosevelt, in a 
prepared speech to the world said 
that "the hand that held the 
dagger had struck it into the back 
of its neighbor.” The American 
people then woke up to the sober 
realization that events beyond 
their control were dragging 
them toward war. And from then 
on their determination to some- 
how redress the wrong steadily 
grew. 

Today retribution is knocking at 
Italy’s door. There are crowds in 
Rome, but not cheering ones. They 
are mostly refugees who fled into 
the Eternal City. They are living in 
tents. In industrial centers, so 
many houses and factories have 
been destroyed that the men are 
being housed in emergency bar- 
racks. It is impossible to buy even 
a pane of glass in the whole of 
Italy. Special Commissioners for 
refugees have been given specific 
powers to prevent further mass 
evacuation of panic stricken air 
raid refugees into already over- 
crowded areas. Soon Italians will 
no where be safe from the doom 
that is raining from the Italian 
sky. And soon Italians must grate- 


fully accept unconditional sur- 
render. 

* * * 

Despite criticism of our war ef- 
fort by Washington grey beards, 
never until this war did Ameri- 
cans perform such miracles of 
"planning and doing.” Washing- 
ton is getting accustomed to re- 
quests and performances of mir- 
acles before breakfast. And what 
is more fascinating is the prom- 
ise of things to come. For ex- 
ample: 

Research in electronics has 
made unbelievable progress. To 
the average person, electrons are 
contained in radio tubes. Some 
day, however, electronic devices 
will enable you to own a reason- 
ably priced, twoway "walkie-talk- 
ie” radio set such as the armed 
forces now use; electrons will kill 
germs in your house, open your 
garage door at the approach of 
your car and turn on your radio 
when an important news item is 
being released. 

And this is but one of the many 
devices that will make life and 
"the pursuit of happiness” much 
more pleasant when this war is 
over. There’s never been a short- 
age of human gumption and in- 
genuity in these United States, 
but the story of how American 
war production is setting the 
scene for great wonders in the 
world to come will some day hold 
you spellbound and speechless. 


WALTER PIERCE REPORTS: 
Between 40,000 and 45,000 of our 
country’s 130,000 practicing phy- 
sicians are in the Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps. America is alarm- 
ingly short of physicians to tend 
her civilian population. As has al- 
ready been pointed out in this 
column, most refugee doctors by 
virtue of their "enemy alien” stat- 
us are not eligible for commis- 
sions in the Army Medical Corps. 
But with the approval of the 
Office of Procurement and As- 
signment, emigre doctors are 
helping to make up the shortage 
of civilian medicaj personnel in 
critical areas. Some 1,300 doctors 
placed by the National Refugee 
Service in recent years now fill 
essential posts as interns, hos- 
pital practitioners and in private 
callings. Yet barriers to the prac- 
tice of foreign-trained physicians 
still exist in most states.... 
Since 1920 when he returned as 
chairman of the World War I In- 
dustries Board. Bernard Baruch 
had been consulted steadily by 
the Presidents who succeeded 
Woodrow Wilson.

That miners are being ap- 
peased, food rationing bungled, 
taxes raised, etc., because Roose- 
velt has made up his mind to 
run again in ’44 and gives no 
thought to any other matter but 
votes. From close observation we 
can only repeat that certain pow- 
erful elements, convinced that 
F.D.R. is a "traitor to his class,” 
hate him more than they do the 
enemy.

DR. W. F. WESSELHOEFT 

Funeral services for Dr. Wil- 
liam F. Wesselhoeft were held at 
4:45 Tuesday afternoon at the 
home of his daughter. Mrs. Lev- 
eret t Saltonstall. of 240 Chestnut 
Hill rd.. Chestnut Hill. Rev. Whit- 
ney Hale, pastor of the Church of 
the Advent. Boston, officiated. 

Dr Wesselhoeft. a distinguished 
surgeon of Boston and JafTrey. 
New Hampshire, died on Sunday, 
.June 27. at the Massachusetts Me- 
morial Hospitals. He was in his 
82nd year. 

He attended Hopk nson School 
and Adams Academy. He received 
his A.B. in 1884 from Harvard 
Medical College and in 1887 re- 
ceived his degree in medicine from 
Harvard. He later took post grad- 
uate courses at the Rotunda in 
Dublin and in Vienna. He Began 
his hospital career in surgery at 
the Massachusetts Memorial Hos- 
pitals, then known as the Homeo- 
pathic Hospital, where he rose to 
chief surgeon and later became a 
trustee. He was also clinical pro- 
fessor of surgery at the Boston 
Univers ty School of Medicine. 

He served during World War 1 
as commanding officer of ” 
Hospital 44 in France with the 
rank of Lieutenant-colonel. 

While at Harvard he became a 
member of the D.K.E., Hasty Pud- 
ding and A. D. Clubs. He was 
also a member of the Boston Sur- 
gical Society and a fellow of the 
American College of Surgeons. 

S nee the death of his wife, the 
former Emily Bradley of Brattle- 
boro. Vermont, in 1931. he had 
resided at the Charlesgate Hotel, 
Boston, and at his summer home 
in JafTrey, New Hampshire.

Charles Swain Thomas, promi- 
nent c tizen of Newton and leader 
his profession throughout the 
United States, died at the Newton 
Hospital on June 26. 1943. He is 
survived by his wife, Charlotte 
Thornton Thomas, of 283 High- 
land ave.. West Newton. Funeral 
services werp conducted at the 
Second Church in Newton on 
Tuesday afternoon, June 29. with 
Reverend Boynton Merrill and 
Reverend Clyde Yarborough offi- 
ciating. 

Mr. Thomas was a part of the 
life of Newton for thirty-five 
years, having come here as head 
of the Department of English in 
the Newton High School in 1908. 
He was born in Pendleton, Indi- 
ana. on December 29, 1868. In 
1891 he graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Indiana. In 1894, hav- 
ing taught school in Pendleton and 
in Bedford. Indiana, he returned to 
his alma mater as Instructor in 
English. In 1895 he received a 
Master’s Degree. Convng to Har- 
vard he received a second Bach- 
elor’s Degree in 1897, and then 
joined the faculty of Center Col- 
lege. Danville, Kentucky, as Pro- 
fessor of English. 

His primary interest was young 
people and their study of litera- 
ture. In 1901 he joined a notable 
faculty as head of the Depart- 
ment of English in Shortridge 
High School, Indianapolis. Serv- 
ing there until 1908 he then ac- 
cepted a similar post in Newton, 
and for ten years taught litera- 
ture and the philosophy of life 
wh'ch he embodied to successive 
generations of Newton High 
School pupils. In 1918 he followed 
Superintendent Spaulding to 
Cleveland, where he served as Di- 
rector of English in the Public 
Schools for two years. In 1920 he 
was called back to New England, 
where he has since been a leader , 
in tin- region’s literary and edu- 
cational activities. 

From 1920 to 1925 he was a 
member of the editorial staff of 
the Atlantic Monthly Press. Dur- 
ing the same years he served as 
Lecturer on the Teaching of Eng- 
lish at the Harvard Graduate 
School of Educat on a teaching 
position which became his main in- 
terest and to which he devoted i 
all his time after 1925.

We will bo one of 
only two or three states in the 
entire country to be out of debt. 
He said that this had been due to 
the sincere and honest cooperation 
of those respons'ble for govern- 
ment in Massachusetts. 

In speaking of the federal sit- 
uation Mr. McDonald did not 
paint such a rosy picture. In fact, 
from his talk, he seemed to wo% 
der whether the free enterprise 
system responsible for the devel- 
opment and success of the United 
States had not already been more 
seriously undermined than the 
people realized. Mr. McDonald 
adv ; sed that the Massachusetts 
Associations of Taxpayers was 
now working as a unit in a federal 
organization of taxpayers associa- 
tions consisting of organizations 
from 33 d : fferent states. This fed- 
eral association is to direct its 
efforts toward the elimination and 
control of increased federal waste. 
He referred to the Citizens’ Na- 
tional Committee of 100 with 
members from every state in the 
Union. This Committee was de- 
voting its efforts entirely to get- 
ting facts on the operation of our 
Government, facts which every 
citizen is entitled to have. An ac- 
tive permanent comm ‘t to.? of 11 
has been set up by the Citizens’ 
National Committee of which Mr. 
McDonald is chairman They 
have an enormous job. ’v • Mc- 
Donald said that it is a Treat on- 
nort unity for Americans to get 
together and to reallv influence 
our government at Wash nMon 
and to keep it a representative 
government. He said that some 
Americans seem to forget that 
government in America is bv the 
consent of the Government and 
that Washington officials are the 
employees and servants of the 
American people. 

In speaking of some of the re- 
grettable situations in Washing- 
ton today, Mr. McDonald referred 
to the large number of govern- 
ment corporations. He said that 
only eight of these government 
corporations have ever been au- 
thorized by Act of Congress and 
as representatives of the people.

no Act of Congress. These seventy- 
two government corporations are 
doing millions of dollars worth of 
business a year and to not have 
their books audited, in fact no 
single agency in Washington even 
had a complete list of all of these 
corporations, the money available, 
or what they do with it. The sys- 
tem has been for these govern- 
ment corporations to get local 
state charters in order to avoid 
having to go to Congress. As an 
example of some of these immense 
government corporations doing 
business in competition with the 
ndependent. American business 
man, he stated that one corpora- 
tion went into North Dakota, and 
bought 72 independent grain ele- 
vators. They then leased these 
grain elevators to cooperatives, 
but inasmuch as the government 
retained title their operation was 
of course subject to government 
control and approval. Obviously 
independents could not compete 
with these government owned 
gra n elevators which had no real 
estate taxes to pay, no income 
taxes and practically no over- 
head. The same thing is being 
done in regard to cotton gins and 
railroad sidings. Mr. McDonald 
said that no definite plan was 
worked out for the disposal or re- 
turn of the billions of dollars 
worth of plants which the govern- 
ment now owned or were taking 
over in New England, and appar- 
ently it was going to be a grand 
mess when the war was over. 

In regard to some of the food 
distribution problems Mr. McDon- 
ald said that at the time that ra- 
tioning in Massachusetts 
canned food was put into effect 
and the householder was being 
threatened with fines or jail if he 
obtained food over rationing cou- 
pons, there were 6,600,000 pounds 
of canned food in storage in the 
Massachusetts area as excess food 
supplies. At the time it was im- 
possible for the average house- 
holder to purchase potatoes in the 
Boston area, the Surplus Prod- 
ucts Corporation, one of these gov- 
ernment corporations, offered to 
send 50 cars of the r stock of sur- 
plus potatoes into the Boston mar- 
ket. This was with the stipula- 
tion, however, that they must be 
given free of charge to those peo- 
ple on permanent welfare lists. 

Mr. McDonald also states that 
since the war started, the United 
States Government has taken 
over either by eminent domain, 
condemnat : on or other means, an 
area greater than all of New Eng- 
land and all of New York State. 

Mr. McDonald was questioned 
as to the OPA regulat : on just an- 
nounced whereby gasoline rations 
will not be given to victory gar- 
den owners to visit their victory 
gardens after about the middle 
of July. The reason given in the

Announcement has been made 
by the Newton School Depart- 
ment that teachers and other em- 
ployees who are serving for the 
duration are to be granted in- 
creases in salary in accordance 
with the schedule adopted for 
regular members of the depart- 
ment.

Berries are too precious to waste 
and none will be wasted if you will 
see to it that every step taken is 
the right one. First of all. wash, 
rinse and examine your jars. Be 
sure to inspect the top edges of 
those to be sealed with glass top 
seal or two-piece vacuum seal clo- 
sures because top seals refuse to 
work unless tops of the jars are per- 
fect. Cover jars, glass lids, and 
zinc caps with luke-warm water, 
heat to boiling and keep hot until 
needed. Wash and rinse rubbers 
and vacuum seal lids and drop them 
in boiling water— they don’t need 
boiling unless you plan to do old- 
fashioned open kettle canning— then 
they must be boiled a few minutes to 
sterilize. 

Every berry must be fresh, sound, 
ripe, and firm. Wash them carefully 
and then take your choice of can- 
ning methods.

This is 
1 how it is done. Place berries in a 
! wide, shallow pan; add one-half cup 
I sugar, or less, for each quart of ber-

sugar); pour the hot berries into

If you prefer cold packing, fill a 
jar about half full with raw ber- 
ries, then tap it gently on a folded 
cloth to shake the berries down. | from Arthur W. Melvin. 
When the jar is tilled to within a *■ ’ 

half-inch of the top, add enough hot 
syrup to cover the berries. Process 
20 minutes in a water-bath canner. 

Syrup for four quarts of berries 
may be made by boiling two cups 
sugar and three cups water or berry 
juice together until the sugar dis- 
solves. If you are a little short on 
sugar— and who isn’t these days?— 
try making the syrup of one meas- 
ure sugar, one measure corn syrup, 
and one-half measure water or berry 
juice. This syrup seems rather thick 
and sweet, but it will become thin- 
ner and less sweet after it has been 
with the berries a few weeks. And 
if you have no sugar at all, cover 
the berries with hot berry juice or 
boiling water; seal or partly seal the 
jars (follow the manufacturer’s in- 
structions) and process 20 minutes 
in a water-bath canner. 

If you want your berries to really 
star, can them without sugar. Then 
they can be used as if they were 
fresh from the patch. The juice can 
be drained off and used for making 
jelly. The berries can go into a pie 
or into jam— a jam turnover tucked 
in a lunch box will make the noon 
hour much more pleasant for some- 
body and surely you need nobody to 
tell you that jelly nnd jam are far 
more delicious when freshly made 
than at any other time.

As long as she re- 
mains in the war Germany must 
supply her with the necessities of 
j pfc — supplies she can scarcely 
spare. Yet the occupation of Italy 
| would give the Allies additional 
j airfields to blast southern Ger- 
many to kingdom come — and Hit- 
i ler knows it. Pity the poor dicta- 
1 tors who at long last are begin- 
ning to get their just deserts. 

* * * 

Congressmen receive many com- 
plaints about rationing, price ceil- 
ings, rents, etc. Usually they 
don’t bother to answer these 
"beefs" but simply turn them over 
to Nelson C. Pierce, capable di- 
rector of the Information Unit of 
the O.P.A., who replies directly to 
their constituents. In thc process 
the letters are analyzed and tab- 
ulated and a weekly report sent to 
Prentiss Brown. O.P.A. head. 

The Price Administrator has de- 
veloped this effective method of 
determining the public’s reaction 
to the O.P.A. 's manifold price and 
rationing regulations, not only to 
1 help members of Congress but the 
1 administration of his office as 
well. When there’s a surge of pro- 
test in Maine, for example, over- 
1 thc price ceiling on potatoes, it 
quickly reaches Brown’s ear. The 
Price Administrator, who is wise 
to the ways of Congress, knows 
that he can expect a frontal at- 
tack on the floor of the house 
from the gentleman from Maine. 
He also knows what the jist of 
the speech will be — and is ready 
to parry it, for the efficient Brown 
has been reading the Maine Con- 
gressman’s mail from home. 

* * * 

A year ago this week von Weich 
opened the great Nazi summer of- 
fensive in Russia, with a thrust 
toward the Don River. That 
stroke, however, had been prececU 
id by heavy diversionary fighting 
along the Donets where airfields 
were firm and the earth hard 
enough for open tank fighting. 

Th s year the weather seems 
to lx? playing a part in delaying a 
Nazi offensive — if a German of- 
fensive is really planned. The 
clamp spring appears to have had 
special effect on the northern and 
I central fronts. There both sides 
are pinned down on a terrain dot- 
; ted with marshes and swollen 
{ rivers. 

Possibly for that reason the 
fighting in Russia must for 
some time center around Orel and 
the southern front. 

To military men the two armies 
poised on the world's mightiest 
battlefields are like boxers spar- 
ring for an opening. For weeks 
1 rumors have had it that the Nazis 
would launch a last mighty blow 
when conditions were right. The 
1 same source has been predicting 


that the Red Army would beat 
thc enemy to thc punch. Neither 
offensive may materialize soon be- 
cause of the weather but the Rus- 
sians seem in a better position to 
launch one eventually, because of 
a mounting stock of war supplies 
from their own and their allies’ 
factories, and the added great ad- 
vantage of having to fight on one 
front only, while the Nazis must 
have armies ready to meet Allied 
threats from the west and south. 
* + * 

WALTER PIERCE REPORTS: 
Although General Wavell is high- 
ly regarded as a war planner but 
but not a war-wager, his appoint- 
ment as Viceroy of India can only 
mean that Britain is taking a 
more aggressive attitude toward 
Japan.

She prob- 
ably captured many foreign ships 
and some shipbuilding facilities at 
Hong Kong and Singapore. She 
also has the advantage of interior 
supply lines. But. these lines are 
long and demands on Nipponese 
shipping are high — not only for 
her war efforts, but because her 
very life depends upon ships. And 
there are large sections of open 
sea- thousands of square miles — 
where American submarines and 
war planes are taking the'r daily 
tolls of Nipponese shipping.

STANDARD WOOD HOME 
MAKES SAFETY RECORD 
IN BOMBING TESTS 

“When the bombs begin to drop 
contrary to popular belief, you 
will be reasonably safe in the av- 
erage American wooden house,’’ 
OCD Director James M. Landis is 
quoted by Northeastern Homes 
Foundation, from an American 
Magazine article. Citing “blast 1 
tests with large general purpose 
bombs, the OCD head states, 
“When a 500 pound bomb burst 
within 18 to 25 feet of these wood- 
en buildings, while the house it- 
self did not collapse, the earth 
shock itself threw quantities of 
earth, brick and concrete blocks 
which the foundation was made 
of, into the cellar. In fact, the 
foundation itself could be driven 
in by the shock and yet leave the 
house standing intact." 

“The wooden houses proved in- 
credibly sturdy. Under these 
tests a house 18 feet from the 
bomb was lifted clean off its 
foundation and moved bodily a 
distance of eight feet across the 
ground by blast. And yet exam- 
ination of the first and second 
story showed that anyone who had 
taken shelter there would have 
had a good chance of escaping 
with his life." 

Because most homes are of 
wood construction, the results of 
the tests cited are of utmost im- 
portance to families in areas that 
may be exposed to bombing, the 
Foundation says. People gener- 
ally have the idea that the home 
'safety room” should be in the 
basement. The tests have shown 
the basement to be most vulner- 
able to bomb blasts. The safest 
place is upstairs, in a spot with 
at least two walls on all sides as 
shields from bomb fragments. 

The OCD bombing tests on 
home safety highlight evidence of 
past years, from tornados, floods 
and earthquakes, that the aver- 
age American home of standard 
wood construction is the safest of 
all the world’s dwellings when dis- 
aster comes, the Foundation 
points out.

It was my original intention to 
inspect all of the Victory Gar- 
dens of Newton as soon as they 
began to grow up and begin pro- 
duction.

Nevertheless, it 
has been possible to observe the 
many plots of land that are being 
used for the purpose of gardens 
| as I travel from my home to this 
olfice during the week. 

I would like to tell you some- 
thing of a garden that I was in- 
vited to inspect. The request came 
from Mr. Tony Colabufalo of 
Walnut Hill rd. Right here I 
would like to say that his garden 
is not a new one, nor can he be 
called a “beginner,” but it should 
give encouragement to those who 
have started gardens this year for 
the first 'time. First of all, there 
is not one bit of waste space in 
his entire place. The front yard 
is devoted to plants of Broccoli 
and Peppers. These plants are 
backed by large Rhododendron 
and it is not difficult to picture 
this planting. A part of the side 
yard is planted with potatoes 
that are all in blossom at the mo- 
ment. The next patch in that 
garden is filled with even rows 
of corn that arc neatly mulched 
i w th leaves. This procedure an- 
swers two purposes one to retain 
i the moisture in the soil, and the 
other to be used as a fertilizer 
when it is turned into the ground 
this Fall. A short walk around 
, a lovely flower bed brings one to 
! another section of the Victory 
garden where 400 Tomato plants

Ask Half-Pay For 
City Pensions 


A committee representing city 
foremen and inspectors has pre- 
sented a petition to Mayor Paul 
M. Goddard and the Newton 
Board of Aldermen, calling for 
pensions of half pay for foremen, 
instead of the maximum of $500 
now provided by the state law. 

The committee consists of John 
L. Foley and Michael J. Herlihy. 

The state law, which provides 
for pensions of half pay for city 
laborers, sets a maximum limit 
of $500 on pensions for foremen, 
and therefore many of the retired 
laborers received larger pensions 
than the retired foremen. 

City employees who are mem- 
bers of the Contributory Retire- 
ment System receive pensions de- 
termined by the number of years 
of their service, but those who 
were in the service at the time 
the Contributory Retirement Sys- 
tem was adopted and who did not 
choose to become members of it 
are retired under the law, provid- 
ing for half-pay pensions. 

The committee asks that the 
city accept Chapter 290 of the 
Acts of 1936, which provides for 
the payment of pensions to fore- 
men and inspectors equal to half 
of the pay received during the 
last year of service.

Three Hurt, One 
Fatally, By Truck 

Robert Sennott, 11-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Sen- 
nott of 352 Watertown st., was 
fatally injured and two of his 
companions, John Farrell, 7, of 
289 Watertown st., and Charles 
Moreau, 9, of 41 Capital st., were 
injured when they were knocked 
down by a truck Monday fore- 
noon at Nonantum. 

The truck, a moving van, was 
driven by Armand D. Auger, 29, 
of 58 Valley st., Everett, who, in 
his report to the police, stated 
that he was proceeding along Wa- 
tertown st. in the direction of Wa- 
tertown, when a car bearing 
Pennsylvania plates stopped in 
front of him and at the same time 
another car coming out of Faxon 
st. stopped at Watertown st. In 
order to avoid hitting the car in 
front of him, he jammed on his 
brakes and swerved to the left. 
The truck mounted the sidewalk 
near the LaCroix Drug Store and 
then crashed through the hedge 
in front of the Farrell home at 
289 Watertown st. 

The three boys and a fourth 
companion, who was uninjured, 
were reported standing on the 
sidewalk as the truck approached 
them, and when it came to a stop 
the Sennott boy was under the 
right rear wheel. Rev. Joseph E. 
Robichaud, pastor of St. John the 
Evangelist Church, administered 
the last rites to the Sennott boy, 
as he lay under the truck. He 
was taken to the Newton Hospital 
by Patrolmen Thomas L. Mc- 
Enaney and Patrick J. Burke, 
where he was pronounced dead 
at 12:30 p. m. The Farrell boy 
suffered a fractured jaw, broken 
left ankle and injuries to his 
head. The Moreau boy received 
minor injuries. 

The boys, who were pupils of 
the St. John the Evangelist 
School, were about to leave for 
Watertown, where they were 
planning on going for a swim at 
the Watertown bathing beach. 

The driver of the truck was 
arrested on a charge of man- 
slaughter and released on $1000 
bail. In the Newton District 
Court on Tuesday morning he 
pleaded not guilty and the case 
was continued until July 27 under 
the same bail. 

Just previous to the accident a 
letter had been received by the 
mother of the Sennott boy, from 
another son who had been wound- 
ed at Guadalcanal, telling her that 
he had fully recovered and was 
able to be up and about. 

Funeral services for Robert 
Sennot t are being held this morn- 
ing from his home and a high 
mass of requiem will be celebrated 
in St. John the Evangelist Church 
at 9 o’clock. 

This was the first fatal auto ac- 
cident of the year in Newton and 
it takes Newton out of the select 
group of cities and towns listed 
in the last report of the Massachu- 
setts Safety Council as having 
passed long periods without any 
auto fatality.

Newton Chamber Celebrates 91st 

Against All Birthday 

Subsidies 


The Board of Directors of the 
Newton Chamber of Commerce 
have gone on record as against 
subsidies by passing the following 
resolution, copy of which has been 
forwarded to our representatives 
in Congress: 

Resolution 

“This country faces a most 
critical situation through food 
shortages unless the production 
of food is greatly increased. Food 
shortages lead to the establish- 
ment of black markets, with in- 
evitable uncontrolled higher 
prices, and consequential inequal- 
ities in the availability of food 
supplies in different areas. 

“The proposed rollbacks of food 
prices through subsidies will not 
solve the food problem as they 
will in no way induce the pro- 
ducer of milk, butter, meat, or 
other food products to expand 
his production. The justification 
advanced for the rollbacks is the 
promise of lower prices to con- 
sumers and as a step necessary 
to offset the demands for further 
wage increases. The fact is over- 
looked that the consumer is also 
a taxpayer and must ultimately 
pay for the rollbacks and cost of 
the bureaucracy to run them. II 
also will have a tendency to in- 
crease wages as the employees 
will realize that their bosses are 
receiving subsidies from the gov- 
ernment which usually represents 
a clear gain. 

“We need a program that will 
really encourage maximum pro- 
duction of food, insure equitable 
distribution and fair and effective 
controls. A more comprehensive 
plan of simplification in the op- 
eration of price controls through 
a single head with ample author- 
ity to make practically effective 
the producing and marketing of 
food products. Unless and until 
an effective program is put into 
operation we may expect growing 
scarcities and increasing danger 
of a complete demoralization of 
our food supplies.”

Mr. George Allen Salmon, who 
has lived for nearly 50 years at 
999 Walnut st., Newton Highlands, 
is celebrating h s 91st birthday on 
July 19th. George Allen Salmon 
was born in 1852 and spent the 
years of his boyhood and during 
the Civil War in the house at 
number 29 Boylston st., Boston, 
now the headquarters of the Edi- 
son Electric Company. He at- 
tended the old Brimmer Grammar 
School on Common st., the old 
Boston Latin School on Bedford 
st., and the Harvard Dental 
School. He early became a fine 
musician, and can still sit down 
at the piano and play from mem- 
ory and improvise skilfully. He 
often sits by the radio and sings 
with the program in a pleasant 
baritone that is still full and rich. 
Mr. Salmon carries himself very 
erect which fact he lays to mili- 
tary drill at Latin School. He 
walks a block every pleasant day, 
often sports a flower in his but- 
tonhole, and is more likely to twirl 
a cane than to use it. His mem- 
ory of events of history and dras- 
tic changes in appearance of city 
of Boston is very clear, as he lived 
many years in the midst of her 
greatest activities. Mr. Salmon 
has made many scrapbooks of pic- 
tures and cl ppings about early 
Boston, including pages of typed 
reminiscences, which add much 
value to these interesting volumes. 
He can vividly describe the Bos- 
ton of nearly a hundred years ago 
in vivid fashion, street by street; 
and can even name the famous 
persons who once lived in the 
houses now replaced by business 
blocks. 

He saw the filling-in of the 
Back Bay, on which he used to 
skate. He heard the newsboys 
cry the Assassination of Lincoln, 
lie remembers the Laying of the 
Atlantic Cable, participated in 
the World’s Peace Jubilee of 1887; 
and got soaked to his skin, while 
helping to evacuate the valuables 
from a burning Bank, during the 
Great Boston Fire of 1872. 

George Allen Salmon — born 
July 19, 1852, was named after his 
father, Dr. Ira Allen Salmon, 
namesake of the Ira Allen, who 
founded University of Vermont, 
whose brother was famous Revo- 
lutionary leader, Ethan Allen. The 
name “Allen” has been carried 
down from grandfather: 

Dr. Ira Allen Salmon to George 
Allen Salmon, 1st, to Allen Pope 
Salmon, of 19 Arden rd., Newton- 
ville, to his son, George Allen Sal- 
mon, 2nd, on his 19th birthday, 
who recently enlisted in the armed 
forces.

While New England swelters in 
a torrid heat wave, the depart- 
ment stores, in cooperation with 
the Post Office Department, are 
already preparing for Christmas. 
To the displays of candies, nuts, 
soaps, fountain pens and pencils, 
and sundry other articles being 
prepared for Christmas purchases 


Lt. Meyers stressed the value 
manpower in this war and told 
how every man in this service is 
given a four months’ course in 
seamanship and self-preservation.

Plan to can every extra vegetable from your Victory garden and don’t 
worry if your dealer hasn’t jars with the kinds of caps you have been 
accustomed to using. Gladys Kimbrough. Home Service Director of Ball 
Brothers Company, tells us that very few of the all-time favorite zinc caps 
are left on the home front because zinc is needed on the battle front, but 
all Mason jars (any brand) with 
smooth, even top edges can be 
sealed with glass top seal or two- 
piece metal vacuum seal closures. 

Glass top seals consist of glass lid, 
rubber ring, and metal screw band. 

The rubber is placed around the pro- 
jection on the bottom of the lid, then 
lid with rubber is placed so that 
the rubber rests on top of the jar. 

The bands are screwed down tight, 
then loosened slightly before the jars 
are put into a canner for processing 
and screwed tight immediately after 
the jars are removed from the can- 
ner. After the jars have stood twelve 
or fifteen hours, the bands are re- 
moved and used to seal more jars 
with glass lids and rubbers, thus 
making a little metal go a long way. 

That’s one reason Government olfi- 
cals smile upon home canners who 
use glass top seals. 

Another good top seal for Mason 
jars is the two-piece metal cap, 
called vacuum seal. The lid is 
slightly dome shaped, lined with 
white enamel and has a rubber seal- 
ing compound around the outer edge 
to take the place of a regular jar 
ring— (don’t let anybody fool you— 
all sealing compounds contain rub- 
ber). If one is using old-fashioned 
open kettle (never use this method 
for canning vegetables), the lids 
arc boiled a few minutes to sterilize, 
but need only to be dropped into 
boiling water and kept hot if the 
jars of food are to be placed in a 
canner for processing. After the lid 
is placed on the jar, the metal band 
is screwed tight once for nil. Re- 
tightening the band after the jars 
are taken out of the canner is likely 
to prevent sealing. The bands are 
removed from the jars twelve or fif- 
teen hours after the canning is done 
and used to seal more lids on other 
jars. Jars sealed with two-piece 
metal caps ore suitable for all types 
of canning except oven — a tightly

for home-canning. Then when the 
cloth is needed, set the jar in a pan 
of warm water until the paraffin 
softens. 

The “lightning” jar (so called be- 
cause it is quickest to seal) requires 
very little metal and not too much 
rubber for sealing. Several manu- 
facturers make this type jar. It 
seals with a glass lid and rubber 
held in place with wire bails. The 
wires used on one nationally known 
brand are of heat-treated, high-ten- 
sion, stretch-proof, spring steel. This 
is the ideal jar for home canning 
any year because it is so easy to 
seal. The rubber is placed on the 
scaling surface or shoulder, the lid 
comes next, then the upper bail wire 
is pushed up until it rests in the 
groove in the top of the lid. Pay no 
attention to the lower wire, it takes 
care of itself until after the jars are 
removed from the canner— then it is 
pushed down against the side of the 
jar and that’s all there is to sealing 
it. 

When buying jars, choose pints for 
peas, corn, and shelled beans — and

Washington — Military experts 
here are convinced that the argu- 
ments of military commentators 
in Berlin suggesting that Ger- 
many remain on the defensive this 
year are pure bluff and meant 
only for foreign ears. Hitler must 
play his hand to the bitter end 
and make a final attempt to des- 
troy the hitherto indestructible 
Red Army. Unless he takes the 
gamble the German people will 
realize that they have lost the 
war. 

The Nazi High Command is en- 
gaged in a desperate guessing 
game which is affecting its time 
table. Reports reaching neutral 
capitals from the Reich have it 
that the General Staff is concen- 
trating large strategic reserves 
near the Balkans on the theory 
that the Allied attack will not be 
made in Italy. Simultaneously 
with these reports come others 
predicting that the Italian Penin- 
sula is to be invaded first. Such 
contradictions reveal the deep 
confusion of the Nazis. 

Hitler himself, although seldom 
mentioned any more in the Nazis 
war propaganda, still influences 
the decisions of the German High 
Command and is reported to have 
a "hunch" that the Allies will not 
set up a second front in Europe 
before late summer or early fall. 
He is probably willing to follow 
that hunch by putting all his best 
eggs in the Russian basket, and 
gamble once again on destroying 
the Soviet Armies. His hunch 
might turn sour, in which case 
his entire strategy will prove fa- 
tal. 

One thing is fairly certain — the 
next three months will prove de- 
cisive. The war may and proba- 
bly will last much longer than 90 
days, but it is possible that within 
that time the Junkers, who always 
have the final say in Germany, 
will try to salvage something 
from the ruins of Hitler’s venture 
by compelling the German gen- 
erals to accept our terms of un- 
conditional surrender. 

For the first time since 1909, 
political correspondents have cov- 
ered the Governor’s conference, 
held this year in Columbus, Ohio.

The soldier, sailor or marine 
wants to hear how we are spend- 
ing our time, what we are doing 
to help them get home sooner, 
what the neighbors are doing, how 
the family is feeling, who’s been 
around to visit them lately. He 
wants to know how his friends 
are, who’s getting married, who’s 
having children, how the home 
team is doing and any other gossip 
that will make him feel closer to 
home. 

The survey shows that the 
wrong kind of mail can also harm 
morale. "If you get a letter that’s 
a gripe about things back home, 
you feel like you never want to 
write again yourself," is the way 
one soldier expressed it. 

The fighting man wants cheer- 
ful letters, newsy notes from his 
friends and relatives with an occa- 
sional local newspaper clipping 
thrown in. But above all, he 
wants the folks to write often 
and write cheerfully. Food and 
mail have the most important ef- 
fect upon the morale of troops. 
"In most cases, the soldier reads 
his letters first, then he eats," 
Brigadier General Clayton S. Ad- 
ams, Chief of the Army Postal 
Service, reported after a 35,000 
mile inspection tour of Army post 
offices in the African and Asiatic 
war theatres.

Newton Man Dies 
In Jap Prison 

Atty. and Mrs. James S. Can- 
non of 28 Jefferson st. f Newton, 
were notified by the War Depart- 
ment on July 14 that their son, 
William E. Cannon, 23, had died 
while a prisoner of the Japanese. 

In May 1942 he had been offi- 
cially reported as “missing in ac- 
tion” and about two months ago 
his parents were notified that he 
had been taken as a prisoner of 
War. 

He enlisted in 1940 and after 
studying aeronautics at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago was sent to 
the West Coast and then to the 
Philippines arriving there a few 
days before Pearl Harbor on the 
President Coolidge which was la- 
ter sunk by a mine. It is believed 
he had taken part in the battle 
of Bataan and Corregidor. 

He is survived by his parents, 
one sister, Miss Helen T. Cannon 
and five brothers, three of whom 
are in the service, Ensign Leo M. 
Cannon, U. S. Navy flier stationed 
at Peru, Indiana; Paul V. Cannon 
of the U. S. Maritime Service; 
Seaman 1st Class Robert T. Can- 
non, U. S. Coast Guard, James S. 
Jr., and John K. Cannon. 

His fiancee, Miss Eleanor Swee- 
ney of Brighton, joined the SPARS 
several months ago.

Only Four Out Of 
109 Eating Places 
Not Up To Par 

A report by the Newton Health 
Department on their recent ins- 
pection of eating establishments in 
the city, shows that of the total 
of 109 establishments visited only 
four were rated as "Unsatisfac- 
tory.” The report on the others 
rated 81 as “Good” and 24 as 
"Fair.” 

These ratings are determined by 
the bacteriological analysis of 
specimens taken periodically from 
drinking utensils by inspectors 
from the Health Department. 
Since this procedure was first 
started there has been a marked 
increase in the higher ratings of 
establishments, the improvement 
being largely due to more efficient 
systems of washing and sterilizing 
utensils.

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Washington — The propaganda 
battle emanating from Berlin 
about the current German offen- 
sive is almost as intense as the 
fighting on the Russian front. 
Goebbels “news’’ machine insists 
that the Red Army started the 
battle and is preparing the Ger- 
mans to accept the straightening 
of the Kursk salient as a military 
victory. As a major German of- 
fensive, with a mighty force 
hurled at a relatively small sec- 
tor, the German people would be 
seriously depressed if they were 
to face another let-down. The 
memory of Stalingrad is still 
vivid in their minds. 

And it would be wrong for Rus- 
sia’s allies to consider the pres- 
ent Nazi effort as an enormous 
feint. Simple logic requires that 
the Germans conduct a tremend- 
ous offensive of the Soviet front 
if they still have hopes of win- 
ning the war. The number of 
tanks and planes destroyed indi- 
cates an all-out effort. It may be 
Hitler's last great gambling 
chance to smash the main front 
in the east, while his armies in 
the west, with the help of Mus- 
solini’s soldiers, fight delaying 
battles against the enemy there. 
Then when his armies have es- 
tablished themselves on the Vol- 
ga lifeline he could transfer a 
hundred or more divisions to the 
west and finish off the Allies. 

Illogical as it may seem, it is 
not in the Nazi nature to believe 
that the Russian line, which they 
have failed to destroy twice be- 
fore. can again resist superior 
Nazi strength. 

Military experts in Washington 
predict that despite early Nazi 
victories, Hitler’s offensive in the 
east will have the same results 
as the Kaiser’s last 1918 putsch; 
the infliction of mortal wounds on 
the German fighting forces and 
the end of Hitler et al. 

Departing Congressmen left 
plenty of trouble behind them to 
be reckoned with when they re- 
turn from the longest vacation 
they’ve enjoyed since 1938. Jumpy, 
tired and weary after numerous 
battles with tough wartime prob- 
lems. they forewent the levity 
and horseplay traditionally in- 
dulged in during the closing hours 
of a session of Congress. They 
will return in a cautious mood 
since they are fully aware that 
during recess they will have lost 
what one member calls “their 
sounding board" and that the Ad- 
ministration will monopolize the 
public audience. 

Awaiting the legislators re- 
turn are several issues that were 
left in the unfinished business file 
but will remain in the public con- 
sciousness even while the Con- 
gress is not in session. These in- 
clude price control and rationing, 
taxes, manpower, postwar com- 
mittees and the labor problem. 
Most Congressmen look for better 
1944 auspices after September. 
Good war news, of which all are 
confident, is counted on to im- 
prove relations between Congress 
and the White House. Some Re- 
publicans are also confident that 
the 1942 trend which gave them 
minor victories will continue. 
They will be spoiling for a fight 
while the Democratic majority 
will seek peace on the home front. 
But for the next six or seven 
weeks Congress as a whole will 
be mending home fences and test- 
ing public sentiment. In war or 
peace that is the main function 
of Congress during recess. 

Germans understand only the 
language of superior power. Con- 
fronted with it they fold as they 
did in Tunisia and as they did in 
1918. Americans and British 
don’t. Witness England after 
Dunkerque. Last stands do not 
figure in German history. When 
facing superior forces a quarter 
million Germans in Africa 
equipped with the most powerful 
weapons of war raised the white 
flag and yelled for mercy. It is a 
safe bet that ’they will do the 
same on the continent- but only 
when they are certain that they 
are not only outnumbered but out- 
gunned and outplanned. This 
the one known quantity in this 
war as it was in the last. 

• * • 

When this war broke out the 
United States had an army about 
12 times the size of Chicago’s 
police force. Our recruits were 
training with wooden sticks. This 
year, in this continent alone, we 
are producing almost twice 
much combat munition us the 
Axis. To this must be added the 
vast war production totals of 
Britain, Russia and our other al- 
lies. 

Donuld M. Nelson, head of the 
U. S. War Production Board, best 
told the story in these words: “If 
the Nazi and the Jap warlords 


are not completely insane they 
will recognize that the sound they 
make ‘is the voice of doom.’ ” 

But let’s not get too cocky about 
our achievements. We must not 
relax when we think the show is 
about over. That can be our big 
danger while the performance is 
still going on. Let’s not start for 
the aisle before the final curtain 
falls.

All is not serene in Democratic 
councils either.

Another Frida Aichbaum 
won the "Golden Price of the City 
of Vienna” in a worldwide corn- 
pet tion which Vienna, the music 
centre of Europe, had established 
under the leadership of Professor 
Emil von Sauer, the greatest pian- 
ist of his day — before Hitler’s 
Hordes destroyed art and Culture 
in Vienna. 

We have been pleased to learn 
that the Newtonville Woman’s 
Club has invited Miss Krieger to 
give a recital in November and we 
are sure that the many admirers 
of Miss Krieger’s art are looking 
forward to this event. 


Mr. James P. Gallagher, Inter- 
national Trustee of Kiwanis, ad- 
dressed* the Newton Club at their 
regular meeting at the Y. M. C. A. 
in Newton last Tuesday. Mr. Gal- 
lagher was introduced by Mr. 
James P. Riggs, President of the 
Club. He took for his subject the 
Kiwanis Wartime Conference. 

Mr. Gallagher described how Ki- 
wanis in many ways was coopcr- 
at ng with the U. S. Government in 
the furtherance of the war effort. 
He said that the National Board 
felt that in order to conserve gas- 
oline and travelling facilities that 
the regular International Confer- 
ence of Kiwanis should be dis- 
pensed with this year. This was 
finally decided upon and as a re- 
sult only a small wartime confer- 
ence consisting largely of the in- 
ternational officers and the district 
governors was finally held at Chi- 
cago. 

Mr. Gallagher described the 
many problems which faced this 
wartime conference. Officials for 
the coming year were finally se- 
lected with only a very small 
change in personnel. This was 
indicative of the loyalty of Ki- 
wanians who under the stress of 
the war period were still willing 
and able to give of their time and 
effort through Kiwanis to preserv- 
ing the America which we love. 

Mr. Gallagher, who is chairman 
of the International Laws and 
Regulations Committee, stated 
that his committee was even now 
working on the problems which 
would face Kiwanis during 1944. 
It was his hope, he said, that by 
the coming year America would be 
so well organized that conditions 
might be considerably better than 
they are today. He outlined a few 
of the- things which the 2,200 Ki- 
wanis Clubs of the United States 
and of Canada were doing in for- 
warding the war effort and in help- 
ing to preserve the American 
way of living. 2,031 clubs sub- 
mitted achievement reports. 42,821 
Kiwanians are engaged in civilian 
defense work. Kiwanians have 
purchased over $49,000,000 in war 
bonds through Kiwanis Clubs. This 
is in addition to bonds which they 
have purchased through other ar- 
rangements. Kiwanians have do- 
nated $2,685,000 to the American 
Red Cross. They have helped 
92,267 children through vocational 
guidance clubs to prepare them- 
selves for a useful future. Ki- 
wanians were instrumental in col- 
lecting 288,632 tons of scrap dur- 
ing the Scrap Drive. They have 
donated $859,000 for the health of 
underprivileged children. 

Mr. Gallagher said that he glor- 
ied in the achievements of his fel- 
low Kiwanians. He was proud of 
the th ng that they were doing 
both in the war effort, in civilian 
defense and in keeping up the mor- 
ale of America. He felt that the 
aims of Kiwanis as incorporated in 
the r constitution and by laws 
would go a long ways in their in- 
fluence in finally working out a 
permanent peace among the dif- 
icrent nations of the world. 

Mr. George VanBuskirk an- 
nounced that bond sales for the 
day amounted to $66.00, with a 
total to date of more than $10,900. 

Mr. Benjamin Lewis had as his 
guest Mr. Buswell, Treasurer of 
the Newton Savings Bank. Mr. 
Joseph O’Neil of the Waltham 
Club, was also a visitor. 

President James Riggs anr 
nounced that the local club would 
give their annual picnic and out-

Announcement was made that 
Bob Heath, member of the local 
club, was to be the speaker at the 
Kiwanis Club in Biddeford, Me.

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Peas . . . Some like them hot, some like them cold, but nearly every- 
body likes them canned, or so claims Gladys Kimbrough, Home Service 
Director of Ball Brothers Company. Not everybody likes green or “Eng- 
lish” peas and that’s all right because there are plenty other peas of 
different color and flavor. 

All kinds of peas, lima beans, and^ 
butter beans are canned the same ' 
way. All should be picked and 
canned the very day the pods are 
full enough to be shelled. At that 
time they will be from small to me- 
dium size, tender and sweet. 

Pens and beans begin to lose fla- 
vor and food value a:; :;oon as pulled 
from the vine and are likely to spoil 
if time is wasted between gather- 
ing, preparing, and canning. 

Flat sour and all other spoilage 
can be avoided by paying strict at- 
tention to canning rules. Yes, ltulcs, 
they are as simple as this: 

1. Check over jars and lids the 
day before the cunning is done. If 
glass top seals or two-piece metal 
vacuum seals are to be used, exam- 
ine the top edges of the Jars— the 
slightest flaw may cause you to have 
to do work over. The same is true 
of the scaling surface of glass lids. 

If there is uny doubt as to the ten- 
sion of the wires on “lightning” 
jars, All them with hot W’ater, seal, 
let stand until cold, then hold up- 
side dow r n and examine for leaks, 
and don’t forget to wash jars, caps 
and rubbers clean. 

2. Use young, tender, freshly gath- 
ered vegetables— and they won’t be 
fresh after being out of the garden 
all night. 

3. Prepare no more than your can- 
ner wifi hold and not that many if 
the canner is large and the help 
small. 


4. Wash the pods clean before 
shelling. Sorry, but dirt is the chief 
cause of spoilage, so rinse the peas 
or beans in clean, cool water after 
they are shelled. 

5. Cover with hot water and cook 
from 3 to 10 minutes, depending ypon 
size; then pour into the jars while 
boiling hnt— this won’t break jars 
that have been covered with luke- 
warm water, heated to boiling and 
kept hot until needed. 

6. Leave about an inch space at 
the top when Ailing the jar: add \ l ± 
teaspoon salt to each pint. Pinl 
jars are best for peas and shelled 
beans because the heat reaches the 
center of the pack more quickly but 
whether pints or quarts are used, be 
sure to have enough water to insure 
quick heating all the way to the cen- 
ter of the jar. Seal or portly seal 
jars, depending upon type used; 
then put into the canner as quickly 
as possible and process the correct 
length of time. Young, tender, green 
peas take 50 minutes; bluckeyed und 
fleld peas, Minus und butter beans 
are processed (JO minutes at 10 
pounds pressure. If no pressure 
cooker is available, process (boil) 
3 *2 hours in hot wutcr bath canner. 
Use the same time for pint and 
quart jars. Nothing larger thun a 
quart is safe for canning non-acid 
vegetables. 

The bacteria that cause spoilage 
in peus and beans thrive in the tern-

perature that makes you say 
“Whew, ain’t it hot in here!” The 
quicker you make it too hot for bac- 
teria, the better. So, don’t piddle 
around when canning vegetables or 
anything else for that matter. If 
you have no pressure cooker, use a 
water-bath canner (never an oven 
or a steamer for vegetables). And 
remember to boil beans and peas 
15 minutes before tasting them— 
even if a pressure cooker is used— 
for about once in a million or so 
times, a toxin forms in non-acid 
foods. Such toxin can bo destroyed 
by boiling. Failure to take this pre- 
caution has been known to cause se- 
rious illness. Rcboil non-acid vege- 
tables left over from one meal to 
another. 

To use a water bath right: Have 
the water steaming hot and deep 
enough to cover the tons of the jars 
two or more inches when they are 
put into the canner. Get the water 
boiling as quickly as possible and 
keep it boiling steadily every min- 
ute of the time culled for in the 
recipe. Take the jars out of the 
canner as soon as they have proc- 
essed long enough; complete the 
seal on all jurs that require it (all 
except two - piece vacuum seuls 
should be partly scaled before and 
completely sealed after processing— 
the vacuum seals urc sealed before 
only); stand the jars far apart on u 
cloth or folded newspaper to cool. 
Make sure every jar is scaled when 
put awuy for winter and, believe it 
or not, there will come u day when j 
you will suy “I didn't dream it pos- 
sible that canned peus could taste 
so much like gurden fresh unoa.”

Lions Club Hears 
Ration Talk By 
OPA Officials 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion does not control the supply 
of any commodity although it is 
responsible for rationing many 
commodities fairly, John W. Tar- 
bell, regional food rationing offi- 
cer, told the Newton Lions Club 
last night in the Y.M.C.A. build- 
ing. 

Tarbell introduced a panel of 
rationing and price specialists 
who answered many questions on 
the OPA program. 

When the supply of butter is 
reduced by seasonal causes and 
increased demands by Lend Lease 
and military authorities, Tar- 
bell explained, OPA is obliged to 
raise the point value of butter to 
reduce civilian demand for it in 
relation to other fats and meats 
for which red stamps are issued. 

“All we can do, and all the ef- 
fort of the rationing division of 
OPA,” Tarbell said, “is to spread 
these shortage commodities fairly. 
As soon as the shortage is relieved, 
we are glad to get rid of one ra- 
tion program. We expect to be 
able to remove the restrictions on 
coffee shortly.” 

The OPA group is part of 
a consumer question panel of 
officials who volunteer extra time 
to attend meetings of consumer 
groups and explain the complexi- 
ties of rationing and the fight 
against inflation.

St. Construetion Drive Against 

Ragweed Opens 

Below is a letter sent to the 
Mayors and chairmen of Select- 
men by the Massachusetts State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs: 

We wish to call your attention 
to the following legislation which 
has been recently enacted: 

Section 1 — Any city or town 
may appropriate money to ac- 
quire information regarding the 
growth of ragweed within its 
limits and to do such things as 
are considered necessary to sup- 
press, eradicate and destroy rag- 
weed. Appropriations voted for 
this purpose shall be expended 
under the d ; rcction of such com- 
mittee or department as may be 
designated by the town meeting 
in a town or the city council in a 
city. 

Section 2 — Duly authorized offi- 
cials or their agents, representa- 
tives or employees may enter upon 
land within the limits of any city 
or town to carry out the purpose 
for which an appropriation is vot- 
ed under the authority of this act. 

The Massachusetts State Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs seeks 
your co-operation in the campaign 
to eliminate ragweed, the princi- 
pal cause of hay fever and asthma 
in your community. Statistics 
show that Massachusetts is a state 
in which the menace is great. It 
is estimated that about 300,000 of 
the inhabitants of our state are 
afflicted annually with hay fever 
and asthma, often a direct result 
of ragweed pollen. 

A definite program includes cut- 
ting or mowing ragweed before it 
blossoms, not later than July 15. 
Often a second cutting is neces- 
sary. Roadsides and vacant lots 
are our greatest problem. Since 
many people do not recognize rag- 
weed, an educational campaign is 
important.

Grafton Fay, 29, of 70 Suffolk 
rd., Chestnut Hill, who returned 
about five weeks ago from Africa 
where he had served for more 
than a year as a volunteer ambu- 
lance driver for the American 
Field Service, volunteered and 
was sworn into the U. S. Army 
on July 21. 

On his first attempt to reach 
Africa the tanker on which he was 
a passenger was torpedoed and 
with 33 others he was rescued af- 
ter spending 16 hours in a lifeboat. 
The captain of the ship and five 
members of the crew went down 
with the ship. He then returned 
home and after a short rest 
reached Africa in June 1942. He 
and four other ambulance drivers 
were the first Americans to enter 
Tripoli with the British in Janu- 
ary. 

Fay is the son of Mrs. Edward 
II. Fay of Milton. He attended 
Milton Academy and Lenox School. 
He was married in 1940 to Mary 
A. Eliot, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel Eliot of Chestnut Hill. 
They have a two year old son, 
Grafton Abbott Fay.

Tech. Sergt. Carmen C. (“Char- 
lie”) DiMuzio, who recently ar- 
rived home from the European and 
North African theatres of opera- 
tion and is spending a 30-day fur- 
lough visiting his parents. Mr. and 
Mrs. Cesidio DiMuzio of 123 Cy- 
press st.. Newton Centre, is to be 
tendered a banquet on Friday eve- 
ning by the Thompsonville Service 
Mens’ Committee. Mayor Paul

Sergt. DiMuzio has received the 
Distinguished Flying Cross, the 
Airmen’s Medal, the Purple Heart 
and eight Oak Leaf Clusters. He 
joined the Army on January 3, 
1942 and was sent overseas in 
June of the same year. He had 
trained as an airplane mechanic 
for the ground crew but was as- 
signed to duty as flight engineer 
and gunner soon after he reached 
England. 

His citation signed by Brigadier 
General E. P. Curtis, chief of 
staff: L ; eut. General Spaatz and 
Col. William E. Dick reads as fol- 
lows : 

“For extraordinary’ achievement 
while participating in aerial com- 
bat in the European and North 
African Theatres of Operation as 
engineer and top turret gunner 
in a B17 Flying Fortress Aircraft. 

"Technical Sergeant DiMuzio 
displayed a highly commendable 
resourcefulness and courage on 
May 25, 1943, on a mission over 
Messina, Sicily, when his forma- 
tion was intercepted by more than 
40 fighters. 

“His plane was badly damaged in 
an_ early attack and as one of the 


engines caught fire, the airplane 
rapidly lost altitude and forma- 
tion. 

"Although the pilot advised the 
crew to abandon ship, and one 
member did so, Technical Ser- 
geant DiMuzio. though twice 
wounded remained at his post, 
and through grim determination 
continued to load and co-ordinate 
the defense of his aircraft, des- 
troying two enemy fighters and 
damaging two others. 

“As the pilot regained control 
after enemy fighters had been dis- 
persed and the flaming engine had 
dropped off. Sergeant DiMuzio 
threw out excess weight and en- 
abled the pilot to crash land safe- 
ly at Tunis. 

"Sergeant DiMuzio’s skill and 
gallantry in this and many other 
combat missions have reflected 
great cred : t upon himself and the 
Armed Forces of the United 
States.” 

Sergt. DiMuzio was officially 
credited with shooting down a 
Focke-Wolfe 190 on an earlier mis- 
sion, in addition to the two Mes- 
serschmitts in the bombing flight 
over Messina. 

The fate of the man who bailed 
out from the Fortress, and who 
was the only member of the crew 
lost, has not been learned. Di 
Muzio was the only member 
wounded and after recovering 
from his wounds returned to duty 
for three more flights to make it 
, an even 50 before being sent home 
1 for a rest. 

Sergt. DiMuzio has two broth- 
ers. Sergt. Aurelio DiMuzio who 
is stationed at Camp Pickett, Va., 
and Ernest DiMuzio, also a sister. 
Miss Adelaide DiMuzio. 

His arrival home was a complete 
surprise to his family.

Postmaster Patrick J. Connelly 
today advised the public not to 
send gifts of money to members 
of thc armed forces outside the 
continental United States. 

At many places where such 
forces are stationed, there is a 
local prohibition against the im- 
portation of United States money, 
and it could not be used if received. 
However, domestic postal money 
orders, which are issued at all 
postoflices in the Boston Postal 
District, can be cashed at Army 
Post Offices wherever they are lo- 
cated and they are paid in local 
foreign currency at the rate of 
exchange in effect on the date the 
orders are presented. 

The term “OVERSEAS” is re- 
garded as covering the personnel 
of our armed forces who receive 
their mail through an A.P.O. or 
Fleet Post Office in cure of the 
postmaster at New York, N. Y., 
San Francisco, Calif., New Or- 
leans, La., Miami, Fla., Presque 
Isle, Maine, or Seattle, Washing- 
ton, or through a naval installa- 
tion or station in care of the post- 
master of Seattle.

Corn— Home-Canned 
To Keep! 

"Corn, a favorite food of man, 
beast, and bacteria, is the victim of 
defense propaganda and I am not 
talking about war." Gladys Kim- 
brough, Home Service Director of 
Ball Brothers Company, made the 
above statement and went on to ex- 
plain, "Persons who refuse to take 
the time and trouble to understand 
corn, defend their canning failures 
by claiming that it refuses to keep. 
The truth is, corn is more than will- 
ing to be canned, but is doomed to 
spoilage unless right tactics are 
used, because it has no acid to pro- 
tect it against the invasion of bac- 
teria. Tactics? Why,” says Miss 
Kimbrough, "they can be summed 
up in one sentence: i. e., learn what 
is to be done, begin at the right 
time, keep things moving, and turn 
on the heat."

The first thing to be done is to 
get jars, lids, rubbers, and canner 
ready. If you have no pressure cook- 
er, get along with a water-bath can- 
ner. Examine every jar and lid to 
see that it is in good condition— re- 
member glass top seals and two- 
piece metal vacuum seal caps won’t 
work unless the top edges of the 
jars are perfect Wash everything 
clean; cover jars, glass lids and 
zinc caps with luke-warm water and 
put on the stove to heat. Cover 
vacuum seal lids and rubbers with 
boiling water and leave until need- 
ed. When everything is ready, 
gather the corn — bring in no more 
than needed for one canner full. 
Keep in mind that canning too much 
too late is a common cause of spoil- 
age. Place the corn on a board 
and use a strong sharp knife to cut 
the husks (shucks to you in the Mid- 
dle West and South) off at each end 
just where the corn begins and ends. 
There shouldn't be any worms if 
you have followed Victory garden 
directions, but if there are worms 
in the tassel end, cut deep enough 
to leave them with the husks. The 
husks will come off easily and bring 
most of the silks with them. 

Examine every ear of corn and 
use only those having plump, glossy, 
juice-filled kernels. Remove all 
silks; rinse the corn and cut it from 
the cob. One or more cuttings may 
be made, but scrapings should not 
be used unless processing can be 
done in a pressure cocker, because 
the scrapings make a thick mass 
that heats through slowly. Cover 
the corn with boiling water, using 
about half as much water as corn; 
cook five minutes; then pour imme- 
diately into clean, hot jars. A gen- 
erous amount of water helps the 
corn heat through quickly and aids 
in preventing its sugar from carmel- 
izing and causing a brownish color. 
Add one teaspoon salt to the quart 
and seal jars according to manu- 
facturer’s directions. Then put into 
the canner and process. 

If possible, use pint jars, as they 1 
heat through more rapidly — the ! 
quicker the jars can be heated 
through, the more certain the de- , 
struction of bacteria. Process pints 
and quarts 70 minutes at 10 pounds ( 
pressure or by boiling hours in 
hot-water bath. Remove the jars j 
from the canner as promptly as pos- ; 
sible after processing; finish sealing' 
all jars that require rubber rings; 
set jars as far apart as possible on 
folded newspaper or cloth so they j 
can cool quickly, but be sure they j 
are not where a breeze will strike 
them. 

The jars should be examined after 
twelve hours in order to make sure , 
they are sealed. To do this, re- 
move bands from glass top seals 
and metal vacuum seal caps (leave j 
the bands off when the jars arc put 
away). Test the glass top seals by I 
pulling gently on the lids with the ' 
finger tips. Vacuum seals are tested 
by pressing down on them with the 
fingers— if sealed, they won't move 
under this pressure. "Lightning” 
type are tested by holding upside 
down and watching for leaks. There 
won’t be any leaks if instructions 
are followed and there won’t be any 
spoilage if you keep in mind that 
Vigilance means Victory. Further- 
more, you will never know how good 
canned corn can be until you have 
tasted your own home-canned brand.

It seems evident 
that one of the chief Allied aims 
in the battle of Italy is to force 
the Luftwaffe to fight. For it is 
only by getting it into the air that 
we can destroy it. 

The German High Command is 
confronted with an extremely dif- 
ficult problem. It is whether to 
split its air force in order to de- 
fend Italy or leave the hapless 
Mussolini to his fate. The Luft- 
waffe has already been divided by 
the situation on the Russian front 
and to protect industrial installa- 
tions from Allied air raids in Ger- 
many and German-held territory. 
And since the Italian air force has 
not shown itself to be particu- 
larly effective in this war it would 
appear that unless the Germans 
decide to help, the battle for Italy 
will bo lost by the Italians. Not 
that the Luftwaffe would guar- 
antee success, but its failure to 
help Italy will guarantee its de- 
feat. 

If the Allies can coax or force 
the Luftwaffe over Italy it can be 
destroyed. We can even afford to 
apply our air strength on a basis 
of attrition. Germany and Italy 
can’t. , _ . , 

Should the Nazis decide to de- 
fend Italy, it may mean harder 
fighting for the Allies temporari- 
ly. If their decision is to abandon 
Italy it will be easier for our boys 
now but we will still have to knock 
out the Luftwaffe at a later date.

Gen. Henri Honore’s visit to 
Washington, presumably for the 
purpose of discussing military 
matters and particularly to re- 
ouest American equipment to arm 
300.000 French soldiers, has met 
with success. 

Not only will the Free French 
fight for the liberation of France, 
said the General, but they will 
help to take the war to Japan af- 
ter the boches and Italians are 
beaten.

The Wallace Speech 

Ordinarily, it is much easier for 
me to disagree than to agree with 
our idealistic Vice-President, Hen- 
ry A. Wallace. For that reason, 
I feel constrained to concede that 
Mr Wallace made some rather 
good points in last Sundny’s ad- 
dress in Detroit. Incidentally, he 
again showed himself to be a 
mighty good sport by making no 
reference whatsoever to the pub- 
lic spanking the President gave 
him recently. As a matter of fact, 
he came to bat for his Comman- 
der-in-Chief and defended all his 
actions warmly and without equi- 
vocation. One of the most strik- 
ing things he said had to do with 
the tremendous list of assets 
which will be available when this 
war is over. He cited the vast 
manpower, the huge industrial re- 
sources, the greatest reserve of 
accumulated savings by individ- 
uals that any nation has ever 
known, the thousands of new in- 
ventions waiting to be converted 
to peacetime use and the tremen- 
dous backlog of requirements for 
housing, transportation, commu- 
nications and living comforts. 
Then he queried, "Who says this 
nation is now bankrupt?” "If in- 
dustrial management,” said Mr. 
Wallace, "can bring the same wis- 
dom in producing for peace that it 
has shown on many production 
fronts in the supply program for 
war, the horizons we face are 
bright.” 

Of course, what Mr. Wallace 
entirely overlooks is the fact that 
our war production has been mir- 
aculous IN SPITE OF administra- 
tive hesitation, bungling and in- 
efficiency and IN SPITE OF the 
constant heckling and abuse 
which big business, so-called, has 
been obliged to endure ever since 
Mr. Roosevelt came to power. If 
Mr. Roosevelt was as good an ad- 
m'nistrator as he is Commander- 
in-Chief, the sky would be the lim- 
it on the productioon front. Mr. 
Wallace, however, like all New 
Dealers, has one blind eye and 
chooses to refer to all critics of 
the administration as either iso- 
lationists, reactionaries or Amer- 
ican Fascists. That is really a 
very silly statement. How does 
he classify Willkie and Stassen? 
Locally, how does he classify Sin- 
clair Weeks or Governor Salton- 
stall ? 

Finally, I would like to suggest 
to our Vice-President that it is 
just as fair and reasonable to ac- 
cuse the New Dealers of trying to 
change over our entire social, 
economic and political set-up in 
the confusion of war-time as it is 
to accuse "powerful interests” in

Kiwanis Activities 


Lieutenant Robert J. Noone, 
USNR, of Aubumdale, was one of 
the speakers at the meeting of the 
Newton Kiwanis Club held at the 
Newton Y. M. C. A. last Tuesday. 
The Lieutenant was introduced by 
a personal friend, Mr. Walter 
Hood, member of the Program 
Committee. Lieutenant Noone de- 
scribed in a very interesting man- 
ner many of his experiences while 
serving as Chief Signal Officer on 
the Aircraft Carrier Hornet. He 
was on the Carrier at the time 
when planes left to bomb Tokio. 
He described experiences on the' 
same sh : p during the Battle of 
Midway which was a running fight 
for three days. He described some 
of the sensations which men on 
the carrier feel when they see 
enemy dive bombers, sometimes 
40 or 50 in number, coming in 
from all direcrions at one time. 
The Lieutenant was severely in- 
jured in one of these attacks while 
an enemy plane with bomb rack 
full crashed on the Hornet within 
10 feet of his station. Ten of 
Lieutenant Noone’s men were 
killed at this t ; me. 

He described another instance, 
rather comical, when the men had 
to go without their supper. The 
cook had prepared over 500 pies, 
something over 10,000 doughnuts 
and had cooked 425 chickens. Just 
before the men had a chance to 
enjoy this meal, a bomb landed in 
the pantry and destroyed it all. 

Another speaker was Sergeant 
Carmen C. DiMuzi. Sergeant Di 
Muzio’s experiences had been in 
the European theater. He de- 
scribed numerous bombing raids 
that he had taken part in from 
England over Germany, over Hol- 
land, over Belgium. Later on he 
was stationed with the African 
forces and partook in that cam- 
paign. He has had something 
over 400 hours of active flying in 
the fighting service. 

Both speakers have been deco- 
rated with the Purple Heart and 
numerous other decorations for 
valor and bravery when under fire.

Poison Ivy Now 
Easily Eradicated 


The luxuriant Poison Ivy patch- 
es in Newton constitute a serious 
menace this year to the health of 
children and all persons suscepti- 
ble to its effects. With whole 
families spending the summer out 
of doors at home, the menace of 
Ivy poisoning is grentcr than dur- 
ing recent years when more time 
was spent away from home. 

Many Victory Gardeners are 
very susceptible to Poison Ivy and 
already some of them have lost 
their enthusiasm for food produc- 
tion in newly cultivated ground 
that is bordered with the Ivy. 
Often the ivy roots will enter the 
garden and send up shoots of the 
three-parted leaves right in the 
rows of- vegetables. 

Last season a new product was 
put on the market that differed 
from the crankcase oil and rock 
salt that have been used to kill 
Poison Ivy in the past. This new 
material is absorbed into the 
leaves of the ivy, and kills the 
stems and roots with one applica- 
tion. No sooner had it been tes- 
ted and approved by the State 
Experiment Stations in New 
England and elsewhere, than the 
entire output of the manufactu- 
rer was taken over by the govern- 
ment for the fire proofing of fab- 
rics. 

A few weeks ago the firm was 
permitted to release some of the 
product for civilian use and the 
first material received in Fram- 
ingham was tested the day it ar- 
rived. E. Dexter Davis, Mill st,. 
Framingham Centre, adjoining 
Little Tree Farms, sprayed some 
on a thick infestation of poison 
ivy bordering a vegetable garden. 
Within twelve hours the ivy leaves 
were wilting and were completely 
dead in less than a week. 

The new weed killer, which is 
not poisonous, will destroy any 
foliage it touches, but has not in- 
jured the branches or trunks of 
trees or shrubs. One pound of 
this new gift to gardeners is mixed 
with five quarts of water in any 
sprinkling can or garden sprayer 
and applied to one hundred square 
feet of infested area.

Claims Laundries 
Faeing Hazards 

The professional laundry indus- 
try is still providing clean, sani- 
tary clothing for twelve million 
American families, but under 
hazards which threaten it with 
extinction as a coordinated ser- 
vice vital to the wartime program. 

If conditions become much 
worse, according to the American 
Institute of Laundering, they 
might eventually cause the entire 
nation’s wash to be thrown back 
on home facilities which arc whol- 
ly inadequate to handle it. 

Laundry volumes generally have 
gone up 35 per cent since the im- 
mediate pre-war era and the labor 
shortages have reached the dan- 
ger point, in many cities through- 
out the country. Laundry work 
has slipped behind from two to 
three weeks in most areas, and 
plants are packed ceiling high 
with soiled clothing. 

The industry, the Institute ex- 
plained, has the feeling the pub- 
lic still does not realize the dan- 
gerous implications involved in its 
major problem — labor shortages,

Such things as curtains, doilies, 
slip covers and fancy tablecloths 
are on the “keep at home” list 
with many plants. Further 
streamlining of the laundry bun- 
dle will, depend upon local condi- 
tions throughout the country. 

Whether the laundries survive 
the worst emergency in their his- 
tory will depend, the Institute de- 
clared, on the cooperation they 
get from both the government and 
the public. 

Government job stabilization has 
come too late and in too few areas 
it is felt. More than 400 laundries 
have closed their doors within the 
last eleven months, 125 of them 
in the past two months. All at- 
tempts now are designed to keep 
as many others as possible from 
closing. Laundries must continue 
to function to prevent a letdown 
of safeguards to public health, it 
was emphasized. 

The nation’s laundries are serv- 
ing troop training centers, troops 
in transit, restaurants, hospitals, 
hotels, rooming houses, and the 
like, where the health of large 
groups is of prime importance to 
the conduct of the war on the 
home front. 

What laundries are hoping for 
is partial help which would 
I come if: 

Made to Last 1,000 Years (1) Housewives, now unem- 
the leader o( the P' oyod and available volunteer 
their services to laundries, recog- 
nizing such work as patriotic and 
vital; (2) High school boys and 
girls volunteer for some of the 
lighter laundry tasks, especially 
during vacation periods; (3) The 
government relaxes price ceilings 
so that higher wages could be as- 
sured as a means of holding more 
workers. 

Beyond that, according to the 
Institute, there are a number of 
little things that could be done 
by housewives to ease production 
bottlenecks in laundries. Various 
items of one type could be grouped 
together in wash bundles; sleeves' 
could be unrolled, shirts unbut- 
toned, and socks unrolled before 
shipping them to the laundry; 
trinkets, belts and removable but- 
tons, if taken from clothing be- 
fore it is packed for laundering, 
would aid considerably in saving 
precious time of workers in the 
laundry. 

The Institute assured housewives 
that no one knows better than the 
laundries themselves that the 
wash is behind schedule. Fewer 
phone calls will let laundryowners 
devote more time to their war- 
time job.

Gas Masks for Animals 
New type gas masks for horses 
and mules are now being issued to 
all army units that employ these ani- 
mals in combat areas. The masks, 
developed by the chemical warfare 
service, are of two types, for pack 
and draft animals and cavalry 
horses.
